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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-6 are, drawn to a method of preparing ceramic nanoparticles 
loaded with one or more photosensitive drugs comprising steps of: 
entrapping the dmgs into micelles, adding alkoxyorganosilane to the 
micelles, subjecting the complexes of silica and micelles to alkaline 
hydrolysis to precipitate drug containing silica nanoparticles and isolating 
the precipitated nanoparticles by dialysis, classified in class 424, subclass 
489. 

II. Claims 7-1 1 are, drawn to a composition comprising ceramic 
nanoparticles loaded with one or more photosensitive drugs comprising 
steps of: entrapping the drugs into micelles, adding alkoxyorganosilane to 
the micelles, subjecting the complexes of silica and micelles to alkaline 
hydrolysis to precipitate drug containing silica nanoparticles and isolating 
the precipitated nanoparticles by dialysis classified in class 424, subclass 
450 and 489. 

III. Claims 12-14 are, drawn to a method of inhibiting the growth of cells 
comprising the steps of: delivering to the cells a composition of 
nanoparticles containing one or more photosensitive drugs wherein the 
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nanoparticles are taken up by the cells and exposing the cell to radiation, 
classified in class 424, subclass 1 .33. 
IV. Claims 1 5-20 are, drawn to a method of reducing the growth of a tumor in 
an individual comprising steps of: administering a composition of 
nanoparticles comprising one or more photosensitive drugs, allowing the 
nanoparticles to be taken up by tumor cells, and irradiating a region in 
which a tumor is present, classified in class 435, subclass 723. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(IVIPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case group II drawn to a composition ceramic 
nanoparticles loaded with one or more photosensitive drugs can be made by materially 
different process. 

3. Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions In the instant case, the methods of Invention III and IV have different 
modes of operation different functions and different effects. While Invention III is drawn 
to a method of Inhibiting the growth of cells, while Invention IV is drawn to a method of 
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reducing the growth of a tumor in an individual. As such, a reference anticipating one 
group of inventions would not necessarily render the other inventions obvious. 

4. Inventions II and III (or IV) are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, Invention III 
(or IV) the method of inhibiting the growth of cells or the method of reducing the growth 
of a tumor in an individual can be practiced with materially different product 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
